Hallway At*. 


A remarkable feat of railroad 


building will be tha line from Port- 
land to Dallas, Oregon, wben it ia 
finfftbed. 
Much of the roadway 


must be blasted in the flinty firce of 
bftv precipices, or drilled through 
no lees unyielding rooks, and every 
oot ia a struggle with nature. About 
ten miles below Dallas is a bluff of 
basaltic rook, rising abruptly 800 
eetirom the Columbia river, along 
whose side the road is to paw. 
Hen 


are suspended by ropes 150 feet over 
this wall and drill and blast the 
solid rock, th«ir workbeingattended 
with the greatest danger. The larg- 
est blast on the line thus far has 
>een at a point ten miles above the 
cascades, a mass of rook 165 feet 
hjgh, 170 wide, and TO feet thick at 
the base, containing more than 40,- 
000 cubic yards, being removed by 
die explosion of 10,000 pound* of 
Judson powder, «Jual in force to 
20,000 01 black. 
Three tunne's 


from 300 to 550 feet long, are now 
being drilled, steam or compressed 
air being used in the work. At two 
points a new and phenomenal diffi- 
culty ia encountered, the mountain 
settling or sliding into the river at 
the rate of -about twelve inches a 
year, and the trouble will not cease 
with the finishing of the _road. 
In 


other places the mountain side is 
covered with small, broken stones, 
which slip with every movement be- 
low, and walls of heavy rock have 
to be built high np on the cliff to 
check the descent 
Trestle work 


and bridges will also have to be 
erected along the line. The maxi- 
mum grade »twenty-six feet to the 
mile, and there is hardly a mile of 
straight track at a stretch. Notwith- 
standing these difficulties, and the 
fact that the road was located only 
a year ago, the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company expect to have 
the line of eighty-six miles finished 
this year. It will cost $3,600,000, 
or nearly <{12,000 a mile.

WASHINGTON, August 10.—The pub 


lie solicitude for the president continues, 
and has been marked throughout tbe day. 
His condition has been the subject of 
general disonision almost everywhere. 
The discouraging symptoms noted by 
the bulletins have created a profound 
impression. It was observable that the 
morning's bulletin showed a higher 
pulse and a more feverish condition 
than on any morning since the first few 
days that succeeded the shooting. This 
unwelcome intelligence was followed by 
the still more unsatisfactory bulletin of 
noonday. 


It is evident from the general tone 


of discussion in connection with this 
case that the doctors have lost their 
grip on the public confidence, with what 
reason it is unneoeaaary to say. It is 
only mentioned as a fact. 
According 


to the doctors' opinions tbe president 
hae passed a fairly favorable day. Tbe 
high palse, we are reminded by them, 
they had already predicted, and this 
was attendant upon the natural weak- 
ness which followed the operation of 
Monday. In truth, the president is 
admitted to be very weak and much 
debilitated, and in this lies his greatest 
danger at present. He has been con- 
fined almost strictly to a liquid diet, 
and takes even very little of that for 
breakfast. 
Solid food was administered 


to-day, but it was B very small quantity. 
His stomach is in a very precarious 
condition, and requires a great deal of 
nursing. 


They have been unable to raise him 


in bed. as before the last operation, be- 
cause of his weakness. lie was lifted 
long enough to-day, however, to sign a 
very important document, the first pub- 
lic paper to which he has affixed his 
ofSeial signature since the shooting. It 
is not known what this document ii, 
but it is presumed to be in connection 
with the state department. 


WASHIHQTON, Aug. 10.—There wai 


some disappointment this morning by 
some of the president's doctors because 
he had not entirely rallied from the 
effects of the last surgical operation, 
but he has done so well this afternoon 
and evening that this feeling has given 
place to one of entire confidence. Dr. 
Bliss said to-night that the president 
was doing well. He is now able to take 
more nourishment, and to far has expe- 
rienced no recurrences of tbe distress- 
ing nausea which fallowed the last oper- 
ation. The new incision ia still very 
sensitive to the touch, and even laying 
a piece of lint saturated with oarboliied 
oil upon the raw flesh at the month of 
the cut, causes pain. 
To the sensitive 


and painful condition of the wound the 
continuous fever of to-day is attribu- 
ted. 


The track of the ball has been thor- 


oughly cleared.and what irritation there 
is now from the wound mast be attri 
buted to the fresh incision, apd not to 
the retention of anything which ought 
to come out. 


Tbe continuous fever which has been 


the most marked feature of the presi- 
dent's case the past three or lour days, 
subsided entirely last night, and the pa 
tient's temperature this morning was 
normal for the first time since Sunday. 
Tbe breaking of tbe fever produced a 
profuse perspiration, and the rather 
high pulse shown by the morning bulle 
tin probably due to tbe weakness result- 
ing therefrom. 
Between the morning 


dressing and noon, the president's pulse 
increased six beats, and bis temperature 
went up slightly ; still be had no fever. 
Dr. Bliss attributed the rise iq pulse to 
the general debility of the patient. The 
skin, said the doctor, at 1 o'clock,is soft 
and cool. No fever is noticeable. The 
fact ii patent that there is a pood deal 
more alarm outside of tbe white house 
than in it. The debility of the presi- 
dent, to which is attributed the quick- 
ened pulse, seems to be tbe only sen- 
onslv annoying feature in the ease.— 
While tbe fever was high of coarse, be 
was given no solid food, hence his 
weakness has not been overcome. Now 
that the fever has gone and a little solid 
food has been administered, it is hoped 
there will be an improvement in this re- 
spect, and the doctors centiently count 
on an improvement to-morrow. 
It was 


deemed belt thii morning not to raise 
the president in bed ai uiual, before the 
last relapse. Aleo, to confine him to a 
liqaid diet strictly and dispeaae with 
breakfast entirely.

to show that the president is very weak. 


The president's afternoon fever came 


on later this afternoon than yesterday 
and did not go so high. It also reoed- 
ed earlier, from which the dootora argue 
that he is making good progress,

In hii 
address he aaid: "We meet here as 
Republicans, not as Democrat! or Re- 
adjusters, to nominate a ticket.'1 Wil- 
son, colored, of Norfolk, was elected 
permanent chairman. He said it was 
neeeaaary that there should be perfect 
unanimity ia tbe party; that there were

YANKTON, August 10.—The official 


account of the murder of Spotted Tail 
was received here last night by Gen. 
John Cook, the agent for the Spotted 
tail Indians, from Acting Agent Lelair. 
It runs as follows: About noon on the 
5th instant Spotted Tail reported at 
the agent's office to receive his instruc- 
tions regarding the contemplated visit 
to Washington, he having been selected 
as one ot the representatives of the 
Sioux nation at the coming conference 
at Washington. He was urged to start 
at once, as a letter from tbe Indian 
office directed him to report to Agent 
Andrus, at the Yankton agency, no 
later than the 8th inst. As the delega- 
tion from the Pine Ridge agency was 
expected to reach Rosebud agency the 
evening of the 5th, Spotted Tail con- 
cluded to wait till tho next morning 
and go with tbe Red Cloud delegation 
to the Yanktoh agency. This arrange- 
ment concluded upon, Spotted Tail de- 
cided to have a talk with hii people 
that afternoon, and receive an expres- 
sion of their views upon the subjects 
to come before tbe conference. Bid- 
ding Lelair good-bye, saying that he 
would eall at the office in the evening 
to receive further instructions which 
might in the meantime occur to that 
gentleman, Spotted Tail left for the 
Indian village to confer with hii people. 
An interview was held with the Indi- 
ans, who had a big talk and feast, and 
the council broke up, Spotted Tail 
mounted bis horse and started home 
ward. . Tbe Indians were scattering in 
all directions with tbe noted chief some- 
what in advance, be being the first out 
of the lodge. After leaving the coun- 
cil lodge, Crow Dog wai seen approach- 
ing Spotted T»il. He had hit wife 
with him, got out of his wagon and was 
stooping down when Spotted Tail rode 
up to him. He suddenly rose and shot 
"Spot" through the left breast. The 
chief fell from his hone, but rose to 
his feet and made three or four iteps 
toward Crow Dog, endeavoring to draw 
a pistol, then reeled and (ell backward 
da«d. Crow Dog jumped in his wagon 
and drove off at lull speed towards hit 
camp, some nine mile* distant. The 
acting agent at once issued orders for 
the arreit of Crow Dog under the para 
graph of the treaty of 1868, which ren- 
ders him amenable to the white man's 
laws, in compliance with those orders 
the Indian poliee accomplished the ar- 
rest of Crow Dog, who was sent to 
Fort Niobrara to await trial for murder.
